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KPFA  has  been  campaigning  for  some  time  now.  We  have  constantly  asked  for  new 
subscriptions,  donations,  and  subscription  transfers  to  the  higher  categories  and,  in 
doing  so,  have  probably  driven  many  a  subscriber  to  the  land  of  AM  and  TV  where  the 
commercials  at  least  don't  make  one  feel  guilty.  Indeed,  it  seems  the  KPFA  listener 
cannot  even  escape  guilt  by  subscribing,  for  immediately  he  is  asked  to  transfer  his 
subscription  to  the  S25  category.  How  guilty  can  he  get? 

But  the  guilt  of  our  subscribers  seems  to  be  only  one  of  the  by-products  of  non- 
commercial campaigning.  What  effect  does  this  have  on  the  non-subscriber?  Accord- 
ing to  some  reports,  the  effect  seems  to  be  one  of  insecurity.  The  potential  subscri- 
ber hears  us  feverishly  asking  for  subscriptions.  He  pictures  a  devoted  KPFA  staff 
surrounded  with  culture  by  the  barrel,  but  no  October  lSth,  November  1st,  or,  for  the 
sake  of  pure  pathos,  December  2*Sth  paycheck.  He  recalls  having  sent  his  hard-earned 
money  to  other  worthy  projects:  the  Petaluma  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Pound 
(Ezra);  the  Paradise  Cove  Neo-modern  Experimental  Film  Study  Group;  the  Sausalito 
Association  for  the  Purification  of  Impure  Health  Foods;  the  San  Pablo  Cooperative 
Modern  Contemporary  Dance-Dramactists--  all  in  vain.  "For  reasons  of  financial 
necessity  and  general  lack  of  funds  in  addition  to  having  used  up  our  money,  the 
Larkspur  Little  Theatre,  Dance  and  Art  Song  Circle  will  cease  to  function  as  of  Feb- 
ruary 30th."  So,  the  listener  who  would  like  to  subscribe  reasons:  "lis  a  good  thing 
and  I  just  love  Boccherini.  And  I'm  liberal  too,  but  they  won't  last.  They  never  do. 
Why,  they  .can't  even   meet   their   payroll,  I  heard  the  man  say." 

Thus,  the  dilemma.  We  gee  people  to  subscribe  and  then  make  them  feel  guilty  about 
not  doing  more.  We  so  desperately  state  our  need  for  support  that  we  frighten  new  lis- 
teners away.  Forgetting  for  the  moment  the  meaning  of  the  word  "dilemma",  let's 
look  for  an  answer.  As  to  guilt,  according  to  a  recent  survey  of  over  28,000  psycho- 
logists, psychiatrists,  psychotherapeutically  oriented  physicians,  mental  counselors, 
psycho-analysists,  religious  leaders,  graphologists,  faith  healers,  phrenologists, 
philosophers^-  social  psychologists,  non-directive  therapists  and  public  opinion  ac- 
tion research  analysts,  GUILT  IS  THE  PLIGHT  OF  MODERN  MAN.  (Unfortunately, 
we  lost  the  source  of  this  SCIENTIFIC  finding,  but  we  are  reasonably  sure  it  is  true! 
If  you  are  modern  man,    [or  woman]j  and  we  assume  you  are,  you  HAVE  to  feel  guilty.
